M any people are lucky if they can 
make a straight line on an Etch A 
Sketch, but Chicago native Jane 
Labowitch puts us all to shame. 

The 24-year-old Horner Park resident and 
self-proclaimed Princess Etch A Sketch re- 
cently completed her re-creation of Georges 
Seurat’s ‘A Sunday on La Grande Jatte” on the 
popular childhood toy It took eight hours 
over four sittings at the Art Institute to cre- 
ate. No Photoshop trickery either. I saw it 
with my own two eyes. 

The fact that Seurat’s painting was created 
using pointillism intrigued Labowitch be- 
cause she said you wouldn’t expect to see it on 
an Etch A Sketch. (I don’t think anyone would 
expect to see more than a few rectangles, to 
be honest.) But because the details of the 
painting are all connected, she was able to pull 
off the challenging yet amazing feat. 

“I’ve always been a fan of this painting,” 
said Labowitch, who has a bachelor’s in illus- 


tration from the American Academy of Art in 
Chicago. “It’s always been one of my favorites 
at the Art Institute, and I’ve done some mas- 
ter copies before of other famous paintings, 
but I’ve never done them in person. I really 
liked the idea of getting out of the office and 
working from the real thing.” 

If you’re not familiar, everything in an Etch 
A Sketch artwork is connected, with one con- 
tinuous line morphed into different shapes 
with two dials. Crazy I know. 

That said, Labowitch had to pay really close 
attention to the painting’s details and propor- 
tions to render it onto the Etch A Sketch. And 
she took her time because she couldn’t really 
erase any mistakes without having to erase 
the whole piece. 

“There are ways to cover up certain mis- 
takes. If it’s a small mistake, I can figure out 
a way to mask it. If it’s a medium mistake, I 
might be able to come up with a solution,” 
Labowitch said. “But if the mistake is too 
big, there’s a way to erase part of the drawing 


if you kind of hit it the right way, but no pun 
intended, it’s hit or miss.” 

“If the mistake is horrendous, I would just 
shake and erase the whole thing and start 
over. There is actually a small portion of (the 
rendering] that I couldn’t fit on the screen, 
but I committed to it. At that point, some- 
times done is better than perfect.” 

As of now the artwork is not yet preserved, 
so one fatal jerk and all that work could be 
erased. 

Currently a photo re-toucher, Labowitch 
plans to quit her job soon to pursue Etch 
A Sketch and freelance art full time. In her 
words, she’s just “running with it.” She’ll lit- 
erally be making a living doodling on a toy 
Luckyyyy 

She said a circle is the hardest thing to draw 
on an Etch A Sketch, but once you’ve mas- 
tered that, the rest is rather easy (suuuure). 

Want one of your own? You can find 
Labowitch on Etsy where you can order pre- 
designed or custom Etch A Sketch artwork.

Lun fact: Disney has purchased Etch A 
Sketch artwork from Labowitch, though she 
wasn’t able to disclose the price the company 
paid for her work. She did say that some of 
her other commissions have fetched her more 
than $1,000.

Illinois Tech launches 
Saturday MBA program 
focused on innovation 


By Ally Marottl i for blue sky innovation 
The Illinois Institute of Technology is launch- 
ing a two-year Saturday MBA program this 
fall, teaming with the Chicago Innovation 
Awards to add a twist. 

The first class will have about 30 students 
and start classes in August, said Krishna 
ErramiUi, associate dean at 
Illinois Tech’s Stuart School of 
Business and program director 
of the new accelerated MBA. 

In addition to finance, mar- 
keting and other traditional 
subject matter, students in the 
new program will focus on in- 
novation and entrepreneurship. 

They will learn to create new 
business strategies that will give 
them a leg up in a world that’s 
being constantly altered by 
technology ErramiUi said. 

“We need to develop new 
business models, new manage- 
ment practices in order to compete and be 
successful in a world dominated by rapid tech- 
nology change, big data analytics and global- 
ization,” he said. 

The curriculum will also push real-world 
experiences. Students will become members 
of Chicago Innovation Awards, which typi- 


cally costs $250 a year, said Tom Kuczmarski, 
co-founder of Chicago Innovation Awards. 

The for-profit company founded in 2002, 
hosts a yearly award ceremony and events 
throughout the year that connect the busi- 
ness, tech and innovation communities. 

Students will be “learning by doing and 
learning by seeing and learning 
by talking with other people 
that have done it,” Kuczmarski 
said. 

That might ultimately help 
Chicago retain the talent, he 
thinks. 

“The more we can get stu- 
dents embedded in our commu- 
nity the higher probability there 
is for them to stay here,” he said. 

Classes will be held at Illi- 
nois Tech’s West Loop campus 
at 565 W Adams St. Tuition for 
the whole program is $50,400, 
ErramiUi said. Illinois Tech also 
offers a full-time MBA program that takes two 
years to complete. 

Illinois Tech is offering $10,000 scholar- 
ships for the new program as well. Chicago 
Innovation Awards officials wUl help select 
the recipients. ErramiUi said up to 15 students 
could receive scholarships in the first class.

A quick trip through the evolution of CTA rail cars

The CTA’s next generation of rail cars will include a mix of forward-facing and aisle-facing seats, a pretty quick departure 
from the unpopular aisle-facing seats on the 5000 series. The $1.3 billion project, approved in March, will replace half of the 
CTA’s train fleet with newer 7000 series cars to be built over 10 years. The first cars will hit the rails in 2019. Since wooden 
train cars of the early 1890s, about a dozen different series of cars have traveled on the “L,” an over-120-year evolution in the 

experiences of commuters. Here are highlights.

These cars were pulled by steam 
locomotives and featured doors 
on either end of the car. Interiors 
were luxurious with varnished 
wood, ornate lighting, slatted 
window shades, cork floor mats 
and rattan seats. Originally, the 
cars were heated by steam from 
the locomotives and were lit by 
gas lights supplied from tanks 
under the floor. 


4000 Series 


The first steel body cars had 
wide pneumatic sliding doors at 
each end of the car. The more 
advanced “plushies,” built in 
the early 1920s, featured plush 
seats, circulating fans and 
porcelain enamel handles for 
passengers to hold onto. 


5000 Series 


Three passenger compartments 
were mounted on four sets of 
wheels. Passengers could move 
between compartments through end 
doors 


6000 Series 


These cars were the CTAs 
guinea pigs, used for all sorts 
of trials involving lights, signs 
and window types throughout 
the 1960s and 70s. 

These were also the first 
cars to experiment with air 
conditioning in 1958. 


2000 Series 


Innovations included fluorescent 
lights, picture windows, air 
conditioning and remote-controlled 
destination signs.

2200 Series 


These were the first cars with the 
current stainless steel look. Features 
included large windows and roof- 
mounted air conditioning. A 1990 
rehab replaced the padded seats 
with fiberglass seat frames with 
inserts. An openable window on top 
of the standard window was also 
added. 


2400 Series 


The first cars in more than 50 years 
to have had sliding doors. 


2600 Series 


The 2600’s interior space is 
slightly larger than the 2400’s. 

The seating arrangement is 
unchanged except for the 
addition of a single wheelchair- 
friendly fold-up seat behind the 
cab. Increased use of fiberglass 
insulation reduces noise levels. 


3200 Series 


After a brief hiatus, hopper 
windows were again included in 
the design. These are the first cars 
to adopt LED destination signs. 
As ridership increases, seating is 
sacrificed to make more standing 
room. A few of the cars had all 
seats removed and were labeled 
“MAX.” The trial proved unpopular 
with riders and caused weight 
distribution problems on the train. 


5000 Series 


These cars feature the unpopular 
aisle-facing seating. New features 
also include LED lights inside and 
out, seven interior security cameras, 
onboard event recorder (i.e. black 
box), interior system maps with 
location indicator lights, chimes 
when the doors open and glow-in- 
the-dark floor markings.
